The Lewis' bill, establishing probate 


courts in counties having over 100,000 
population, was ordered to a second 
reading. 


In the House—the appellate court 


bill passed unanimously. 


Tbe regular order of business was 


taken up, being the consideration ot 
the resolution offered by Martin, of 
White, urging Congress to grant a pen- 
sion of not exceeding $3 in amount to 
the veterans ot the Florida, Black Hawk 
and Mexican wars.

No books or records of any kind 
are kept, everything being done on hon- 
or. Tue members claim that it baa ac- 
complished wonders since it) organir.s- 
lion here, and lhat it has let loose tuou- 
XHD«U nnd thousands of unemployed cap-: 


Hal, thus giving labor to many otherwise j 
idle people; it has greased the wheels of 
commerce, and buoyed up weak and tot- 
tering hanks, manufacturing establish- 
ments anil stores all over the Inntl. Cer- 
tificates of stock drawing a low rale of 
interest are issued to e*cu member of the 
society lo Ihe ninount of his iiulehteilneaa, 
and each member Is entitled to additional 
stock in proportioo to hia rapacity to go 
in debt. It will be seen at once that this 
would furnish an immense working capi- 
tal. 
In fact Ihe capital stock of tbe so- 


ciety is unlimited, and is BO stated In the 
charter. 


There are many things attributed to Ihe 


society by outsiders lhat are simply ridic- 
ulous, if not slanderous. While all Boc- 
umbendels are necessarily good talkers, 
at least they must ba a little windy, it is 
not necessary that they should have talked 
their man to death to become a member.
